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RUMORS OF WHAT MAY BE IN THE

A Few Senators Discovered Who Have Backbones and 
aFew Who Have Not---A Stalwart Describes 
Conkling’s Magnanimity---Some Cabinet 
Gossip---Mr. Windom’s Schemes. 

WASHINGTON, October 7.—Senator D W Walker, 
of Arkansas, in answer to the question as to what 
his views were in rezard to the organization of the 
senate, said that he was in faver of the democratic 
members of the senate electing the president pro 
tem and the secretary; that it was not only their 
- gight, but their duty; that they could not afford to 
shirk responsibilities when they presented them- 
selves to them; that there was no sentiment in pol- 
ities; politics wasa reality, the responsibilities of 
which must and should be met by men like 
and no party could exist that did not have the nerve 
tomeect every issue that presented itself honestly 
and without fear. 

On the question of the committees Senator Walker 
said he was of the opinion that the senate, owing 
to there being anejual number of democrats and 
republicans and two independents, would make an 
equal division. He is of the opinion that there will 
be no factious opposition by either party to a fair 
and amicable setthement of every apparent diffi- 
culty that may seem to present itself in regard to 
the organization next Monday. Senator Walker 
said while he hada choice for president pro tem. he 
would abide the action of a majority of his col- 
leagues. 

Senator Garland, of Arkansas, who has been in 
the city several days, entertains practically the same 
views as his colleague. 

Senators Morgan and Pugh, of Alabama, are both 
in the city and entertiin about the same views as 
expressed by Senator Walker. 

Senator Vest, of Missouri, passed through the city 
to-day on his way to Virginia, where his wife has 
been spending the summer. He says that itis the 
duty of the democrats to organize the senate if it 
takes all the winter. 

None of the senators mentioned cared toexpress 
themselves as to what the character of President 
Arthur's administration would be at this early day, 
Dut hoped that he would pursue a conservative but 
positive line of policy. 

Senator Lamar adhered to his recently expressed 
#pinion that the democrats shculd organize the 
Senate. From the lights now before him he is of 
opinion thata democrat will be elected presideut 
pro tem, unless the party formally abnegated the 
authority constitutionally devolving upon it as a 
majority. He can see no reason why the democrats 
Should fail to exercise such constitutional power, 
asin all parliamentary bodics there is an ascer- 
tained mejority and a distinctive minority. It is not 
A case of ties; it isa case of a majority and a minor- 
ity ascertained. He is of opinion that the democrats 
Will elect first a president protem, and then a secre- 
dary of the senate. As to the democratic member 
he thinks Senator Bayard’s election to the presi- 
Aency of that body would give more satisfaction to 
the people ofthe whole country, north and south, 
than any man of citherof the parties. He takes it 
for granted that the election of these officers by the 
dlemocratic majority isa rezular procedure. As to 
the secretaryship he has not the slightest idea which 
of the different democratic candidates will be 
«lected. He knows of no candidate other than the 
oues mentioned inthe public prints, He will advyo- 
cate the claims of Colonel MeCardle for secretary of 
the sehate, as he is a fellow-citizen of his in Missis- 
Sippi and_a gentleman whom 
jualified for the office.

This idea has 
been advanced as an argument against the election 
ofa democrat, but itis only entertained -by minds 
base enough to conceive and commit such a crime 
for selfish purposes. Itis scouted and condemned 
by alldecent people, but in all important consider- 
ations of this matter, the south can be injured by a 
revival of sectional politics. We of the south do 
not wantany national power beyond our represen- 
tative portion to which we are entitled, The presi- 
dent of the senate is an empty honor at best, 
and especially as the senate isnow constituted, ex- 
cept for the fact that only one life stands between it 
and the temporary president of the United States. 
For my part, if 1 had my way, I would elect a con- 
servative republican to that position. If the repub- 
licans would accord us the secretaryship and half 


of the committees, this plan would prevent a revi- | 


val of sectionalism which I foresee and dread, and 


besides in a material point of view, half of the | 


committees are worth more than the presidency of 

the senate.

THE SYDNEY SENSATION. 


An Italian Saller Rescued From Captivity pe 
Ravages. 

San Francisco, Cal., October 7.—Late Sydney 
papers received last nizht by the steamer Australia 
give a pathetic story of the rescue of a poor Italian 
sailor from captivity among savages on one of the 
Solomon islands. He was one of the survivors of 
the French Italian emigration expedition under the 
Marquis de Reyes. The following is the story of 
the rescue: Captain McLaughlin, who explored 
several of the islands in the Solomon group, dis- 
covered a white man naked among the savages on 
Bonka island and counted seventy war canoes, 
each containing forty armed savages. After consid- 
erable strategem he got alongside the canoe con- 
taining the white man, who wasaltimately, 
sume difficulty and danger, purchased 
American hatchets.

Three months previous to the arrival of the 
steamer Genil, Luigi heard that all but two had 
succumbed to ill-treatment and want of food. Cap- 
tuin MeLaughlin, after rescuing Luigi, sailed for 
Bronga, Inville and other islands, where he heard 
of another white man in captivity, but was unsuc- 
cessfulin rescuing him. It is supposed this unfor- 
tunate Italian is the only survivor of his six coun- 
trymen who started with him. It may be that one 
of the others is still alive, in captivity among the 
savages. This tale is causing an extraordinary sen-

long. The lungs were found to be entirely free from 
water, and the physicians at once concluded that 
death had not resulted from drowning. 

It was soon ascertained that the body was that of 
Nellie Wright, the daughter of a farmer who lives 
in Millville. She had worked at different places as 
a domestic. Other suspicious circumstances indi- 
cating foul play were that her dress was put on 
wrong side in front; she had no shoes on, and her 
stockings only partly pulled up. Both garters were 
on one limb, while to the other was attached a long, 
strong cerd, which is supposed to have been used to 
sink the body when thrown into the canal. 

In her pocket, which was sewed up, were two let- 
ters, one addressed to her mother. In these letters 
she said she had bought strychnine on Monday, 
September 20th, which she intended to take because 
she had been forsaken by Fred Hopkins, after he 
had been her friend many years. 

On the direct evidence contained in the letters the 
district attorney caused Fred Hopkins td bear- 
rested. Hopkins has been married, but his wife 
is divureed from him on account of his irregular 
habits, 

Ife is thirty-one years old, and the son ofa 
wealthy farmer, six miles west of Albion. When 
first arrested he showed much unconcern. Bail was 
refused, and he will be held to await the chemical 
analysis of the contents of the girl’s stomach. 

Hopkins says Nellic was with him on Thursday 
night, September 20, and arose at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, saying she was going to Albion. 
That was the last he had seen 
ofher. The physicians who made the autopsy say 
that there can be no doubt that the girl was dead 
before the body was put into the canal. Again, the 
arrangement of herclothing indicates that other 
hands than a woman's adjusted it. 

The theory of the girl's friends is that Hopkins 
crew tired of the girl and killed her to avoid

There were a score of guests, among whom was Cap- 
tain Trudelle, of the steamship France, of the 
Transatlantic line, on which vessel the happy pair 
were to sail to-day to their honeymoon 
on the ocean and in France. The plans of the com- 
pany were to witness the marriage by Mayor Grace 
and the proceedings atthe French consul’s, and 
then to enjoy a bountiful wedding breakfast. 


Shortly before noon unbidden guests arrived. 
They were Detectives Dilks and Flanagan, anda 
boy accompanied them. While the bride had been 
receiving her guests and their congratulations a 
good looking woman of middle age, wild with jeal- 
ousy, had gone te Justice Otterburg, and had charged 
he bridgegroom and his prospective father-in-law 
with robbing her of $62 in money anda watch and ar- 
ticles of jewelry under atrocious circumstances.

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SEPTEMBER RETURNS. 


The Business Movement Exceeded Only by the June 
Record.---Trade Proapecta. 

New York, October 7.—From the Public: In Sep- 
tember every city in the union had a larger busi- 
ness than in the corresponding month last year, and 
the aggregate of exchanges at the clearing houses in 
the cities outside of New York has never been sur- 
passed but once. The June record of $1,521,600,000 
has not yet been equaled, but September compares 
favorably with any other month of which we 
have record. Much of the inerease is due to the 


enormous grain transactions. Chicago and Mil- 
waukee, though much behindin the rate of in- 
crease, ranksamong the foremost cities, with San 
Francisco, Pittsburg, Kansas City and Memphis. It 
is no longer a matter of surprise that in 
every city exchanges were larger’ than 
they were last year, because the prices. of 
nearly all important products are materially higher, 
but the gain at most points is sufficiently large to 
indicate an increase in the quantities of products 
exchanged. The following shows the amount of 
exchanges for the week ending October 1, and for 
the month of September, except at Kansas City, 
New Haven and Syracuse, where the returns are for 
the week ending October 8:

The upward move- 
mentin hog products, has an excuse at present in 
the prospect of dearer corn. The fall and winter 
trade will be the largest in the history of the coun- 
try apparently, and the crops of 1851, though smaUer 
than were expected, will probaby prove more val- 
uable to producers than the crops of any previous 
year except'1879 and 15980.

British Trade. 

LONDON, October 7.—The Manchester Guardian, 
in its commercial article this morning says: ‘‘There 
is little more activity, and in some departments full 
prices are realized in some cases, but more fre- 
quently sellers, influenced by a decline in cotton 
und an advance in bank notes, have given way 
slightly. Finer yarns made from Egyptian cotton 
are very firm, but the salesare small asarule. The 
demand for yarns for China is dull. Thereis very 
little business in cloth for India and China. Sales 
reported are chiefly for home and smaller foreign 
markets.’”’ 

The Times in its financial article says: Those who 
shipped gold to America by cable yesterday, dis- 
counted their bills at 44% per cent. The pressure of 
loanable capital of other markets may possibly de- 
press rates still further. Unless, therefore, the bank 
of England absorbs some of the floating supply, 
yesterday's rise in the rate of discount will have 
little more practical effect than toincrease the difli- 
culty of getfing gold for the continent 
by forcing up the value of money 
there. The bank of Holland’ has _ mised 
its rate of discount one half of one per cent. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the bank of France can 
continue the policy it has pursued during the last 
two years and allow its gold reserve to be further 
diminished. Any artificial cure thus created will, 
probably, lead to a more serious stringency in each 
when the bank will have no choice but to raise its 
rate, 

LoNpoN, October 7—The British board of trade 
returns for September, show a decreasc in the value 
of imports of £1,081,102, and an increase in the 
value of exports of £873,216, as compared with the 
same month last year. 

LiverPoor October 7.—This week's circular of 
the Liverpodl cotton broker’sassociation says: Cot- 
ton was in good demand, but in consequence of in- 
creased supply, the market became unsettled and 
there was a marked décline in prices. In American 
a good business was done, butin consequence of 
pressure to sell medium to better declin- 
ed 7-16@9-16d and rood ordinary declined 
1-16d.

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TOMSON'’S CROOKEDNESS. 


GETS HIM INTO VERY SERIOUS EM- 
BARRASSMENT. 


Mississippi Produces a Sciun of Nobility Who Seems 
Bent on a Downward Course---He Steals a 
Horse, Indulges Too Freely in Drink, 

And Now Languishes in Prison. 


MEMPHIS, October 7—A romantic!story comes from 
Hernando, Mississippi, twenty miles south of this 
city, concerning the trial and acquittal of Edward 
Thompson, who claims to be the son of Admiral 
Thompson, of the British navy. Thompson was ar- 
rested for horse-stealing last April, since which 
period, up to last Friday, the day of his trial, he was 
confined in thecounty jail at Hernando. His arrest 
was effected in this city, Thompson at the time 
being an inmate of the city hospital. He has 
been a contirmed inebriate for sev- 
eral months, and on two or three occasions 
has been kindly cared for by the physician in 


charge of the hospital, whose sympathy was aroused | 


in behalf of his patient, who showed while in his 
sober senses a mind of rare culture and brightness. 
It was during these brief periods of sobriety that 
Thompson related his connection with the Thomp- 
sons of England, a family whose ex- 
ploits as admirals in the British navy extend 
back to the time of Nelson, a grandfather of 
Thompson, alsoan admiral, havifig fought at the 
battle of Trafalgar. Thompson remained at the 
hospital here for several weeks, trying to cure him- 
self of his chronie dissipation, It was thought, last 
April, that he had reformed, but his return a few 
days after his leaving in a drunken condition, con- 
vinced the physician that his old habits had over- 
come his good resolutions and his promises, While 
absent at the time stated, he stole 
Mr Stewart, who resides at Hernando, and came to 
Memphis. He was drunk atthe time, and made 
his way to the city hospitel. Mr Stewart followed 
him here and recovered his animal. 

He obtained a requisition from the governor of 
Mississippi, and Thompson was sent back for trial. 
His widowed mother, who is known as Lady 
Thompson, and resides in London, was notified of 
her son’s arrest and she sent funds to enable him to 
secure counsel to conduct his defense. The trial 
created quite a sensation at Hernando, when it was 
made public that the accused was of noble descent. 
His acquittal was obtained, and Thompson was 
brought in triumph to this city, where he now is 
once again an inmate of our city hospital. Thomp 
son hasAmerieanized his cognomen. In England his 
family name is spelled Tomson. 


THE NATION’S CRIMINAL. 


The Indictment of Guiteau Not Yet Presented. 

WASHINGTON, October 7—Guitean's indictment 
was not presented to the grand jury to-day. 

As already known, the plea upon which the de- 
fense willalmost wholly rely will be insanity, and 
this Mr Scoville admits he will have to establish be- 
yond all possibility of cavilin order to secure ac- 
quittal or even a mitigation of punishment, as the 
public mind is so thoroughly wrought up that no 
defense of this kind, unless an exceedingly strong 
one, would be at all valid.

BLAINE’S ACCEPTANCE,

His Letter te Mr. Garfield Accepting the Pertfolie 

PHILADELPHIA, October 7—The Press to-day pub- 
lished the letter of Secretary Blaine accepting the 
tender of the state department made him by the 
late President Garfield: 

My Dear Garfield: Your generous invitation to 
enter your cabinet as secretary of state has been 
under consideration for more than three weeks, 
Though it never really occured to my mind until at 
our late conference, you presented it with 
such cogentarguments in its favorand with such 
warmth of personal friendship in aid of your kind 
offer, that I know that an early answer is desirable 
and I have waited only long enough toconsider the 
subject in al] its bearings, and to make up my mind 
detinitely and conclusively. I nowsay to you in the 
same cordial spiritin which you have invited me, 
that I accept the position. It is no affectation for 
me to udd that I make this decision, not for the 
honor of the promotion it gives me in 
the public service, but because I think I 
can be useful to the country and to the gg 
fulto you as the responsible leader of the party 
and the great head of the government. ,I am jnflu- 
enced somewhat, perhaps, by the shower of ‘letters 
I have received urging me w accept, written me in 
consequence of the mere unauthorized newspaper 
report that you had been pleased to offer me the 
place. While I have received these letters from all 
sections of the union, 1 have been especially 
pleased, and even sur rised, at the  cor- 
dial and wideextended rage - in my favor 
throughout New England, where I had ex- 
pected to encounter local jealousy, and perhaps 
rival aspiration. la our new relations, I shall give 
all thatl am and all that I hope to be, freely and 
joyfully, to your service. You need no fay < of 
my loyalty in heart and in act. I should be false 
to myself did 1 not prove true, both to the trust you 
confide to me and to your own personal and politi- 
eal fortunes in the present and inthe future. 
Your administration must be made brilliantly suc- 
cessful and strong in the confidence 
and pride of the people, not at all 
directing its energies for re-election and yet com- 

slling that result by the logic of events and by the 
mperious necessities of the situation. To that most 
desirable consummation, I feel that, next to your- 
self, I can possibly contribute as much influence as 
anyone man, I say this, not from egotism, but 
merely asa deduction from a plain analysis of the 
political forees which have n at work in the 
country for five years t, and which have been 
significantly shown in two great na 
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close intimacy, have had a misunderstand- 
ing or coldness, and that our friendship has steadily 
grown with our growth and strengthened with our 
strength. It is this fact which has led me to the 
conclusion embodied in this letter; for, however 
much, my dear Garfield, I might admire you as-a 
statesman, I would notenter your cabinet if I did 
not believe in you as aman and love you as a 
friend.

WASHINGTON, October 7—It is stated by a person 
in a position to know, that Mrs Garfield has re- 
quested Dr Boynton to withhold the statement which 
he had prepared relative tothe autopsy and the 
general treatment of the late president's case, as she 
was satisfied that the president’s wound was mortal, 
and she did not desire to have the controversy fur- 
ther prolenged, It is learned from a source equally 


entitled to credit that some of those who were near 
to the president during his entire illness, besides 
Boynton, were nearly ready with a statement similar 
to that which it was supposed that Dr Boynton 
had in contemplation. A gentleman who has 


, the means of knowing what this statement would be 


says thatit, among other things, would, and proba- 
bly will, contain the following: That from August 
12 the president had imperfect command of his 
mental faculties, and that he had only lucid inter- 
vals, He often found ig difficult to complete sen- 
tences, and his mind “would wander towards the 
end of nearly@very attempt at a sentence. Many of 
the sayings attributed to him were either misunder- 
stood, or were not correctly reported from the sick 
chamber. The notable saying, “Is it worth while to 
to continue this struggle longer?”’ is 
said to have originates in this state- 
ment (made in the president's wan- 
derings, when hé was evidently going over his work 
as © member of the electoral commission: ‘Is it 
worth while to go into this Florida business fur- 
ther?’’ Upon arriving at Long Branch he fell intoa 
stupor, from which it was difficult to arouse him 

and from which he did not altogether rally until 
the next day. When he did arouse he was surprised 
to find where he was, requested to be taken away, 
and said that he had asked to be taken to Mentor, 
and wished to go there. He frequently asked for 
Mr Blaine, and wondered why he did not come, but 
did not makea general request that all the members 
of the cabinet visithim, Towards the latter part of 
the time the physicians and attendants were com- 
pelled to satisfy his requests and commands with ex- 
cuses and various evasions.

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THE LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 


Ita Operations in Georgia Rallroada. 

The following references to the control of the 
Georgia railroads named, we extract from the re- 
port of President Baldwin to the stockholders’ 
meeting of the Louisville and Nashville road: 

An opportunity being offered during the year to 


| acquire a half interestin the lease of the Georgia 


railroad, including its investments in the other 
roads connected with it, it was taken advantage of 
by your board, the remaining half interest being 
taken by the Central railroad and banking company 
of Georgia. The lease is for ninety-nine years, at an 
annual rental of $600,000, the lessees receiving the 
‘benefits and profits of all its investments in other 
roads. This gives us, in conjunction with 
the Central railroad of Georgia, the control of 641 


miles of railroad, extending from Montgomery, Ala, 
where it connects with our system, through the best 
local towns and villages of Alabama and Geor- 
via, and the cities of Atlanta and Augusta, 
to the harbor of Port Royal, the best on the coast 
south of New York. It also cements our alliance 
with the Cefitral railroad of Georgia, controlling 
923 miles of road, comprising the cream of 
local business of southwestern Georgia 
and southeastern Alabama, yossessing at 
Savannah the terminal facilities south of Baltimore, 
and a magnificent fleet of new iron steamers plying 
to New York and othernorthern ports. This lease, 
also, of necessity, makes anally of the South Caro- 
lina railroad, giving ustwo connections between 
Augusta and Charleston. Our system, therefore, 
now, not only in itself connects the western cities 
of Cincinnati, Louisville, Evansville, St Louis and 
Memphis with each other and _ with the 
three gulf ports, Pensacola, Mobile and 
New Orleans, but also with the Georgia and Central 
railroads, connects these eight cities with the Atlan- 
tie ports of Charleston, Port Royal and. Savannah, 
and through them with New York. The lease, itis 
believed, will return a profit, even from the first, 
and become very valuable with the future develop- 
ment of the south, besides securing the control of 
such important lines. 

A liberal charter was granted last winter to this 
company, by the state of Florida, and a valuable 
land grant of 25,000 acres per mile, to enable it to 
build a road from Pensacola to Chattahoochee. As 
this road will givea very desirable connection for 
Florida business, your board has secured a control 
of this company and a majority of its stocks. It 
will be built as rapidly as possible, and will greatly 
strengthen our position in the south, Its length 
will be about 170 miles. 

The charter of this company was bought by the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad company in the 
latter part of 1879, with a view to the early construc- 
tion of aline from Birmingham to Atlanta. Later 
developments removed the necessity for 
building this road ourselves, and we 
offered the charter at about cost to any 
company which would undertake to build it 
with a reasonable prospect of carrying it through, 
and assure us of a right to use the line built should 
we desire to use it. A company was formed under 
the auspices of General Gordon, who complied with 
the conditions and took the charter. There seemsa 
fair prospect of the road being finished, which will 
afford us another connection to Atlanta.

The opening has long been anticipated as a great 
eventin Atlanta’s history, and the preparatious 
made for it have been very extensive. Atlanta was 
fortunate in securing the exposition. There had 
been talk of some such show befere the first practi- 
cal suggestion was made, in a letter from the Hon 
‘iward Atkinson, of Boston, which appeared on 
August 20, 1880. After reviewing the defects and 
possibilities of cotton culture and manufacture, he 
declared that great good would result to this indus- 
try if an exposition of cotton and its accessories 
were held somewhere in the south. This letter led 
to correspondence between Mr. Atkinson and lead- 
ing men in the south, and he was induced to visit 
this region. He carefully inspected the _ eot- 
ton factories of Georgia and the  Caro- 
linas, and made some important § suggestions 
concerning them. In an address. deliy- 
ered in Atlanta a year ago he spoke somewhat 
harshly of the policy of cotton manufacture in the 
south, but conveyed such valuable information 
that his unpleasing remarks were readily pardoned. 
In this-»ddress he aguin urged the idea of a cotton 
exposition. Plans for such an effort on a limited 


scale werd discussed about the same time in Louis-. 


ville and Atlanta, but in December, 1880, Mr. John 
W. Ryckman and Mr. John W. Nagle, editors of the

The site of the exposition is known as Oglethorpe 
park, which was established in 1870 for the purpose 
of agricultural and other industrial exhibitions. It 

stwoand a half miles from the business center of 
the city, and accessible by steam cars, Numerous 
buildings have sprung into existence around the 
site, including hotels, pleasure grounds, booths, 
restaurants, etc. Immediately adjoining the park 
on the side of the main entrance are cotton fields, 
where visitors may see the staple growing and field 
hands gathering the crop. Part of the exhibition 
ground isa high hill, overlooking what was for- 
merly a half-mile race track, but which is now uti- 
lized asa broad drive, fringed with flower beds and 
tropical plants. The hill is terraced down to the 
courseand planted with flowers. On the summit 
the old exhibiiion hall has been enlarged]for the ex- 
hibition of works of fine art. These works include 
furniture, as well as statuary in bronze and marble. 
ceramics, musical instruments, objects of virtu, 
and infact all the varied works of skilled handi- 
craft. Nearby has been built a large structure for 
the judges, and it is known as the judges’ hall. 

In the low ground, all the field within the cirele 
of the half-mile race course is covered with exhibi- 
tion buildings. The largest of these structures is 
what would be called the main exhibition hall, 
and it would not appear small by the side of some 
of the buildings of the Philadelphia centennial ex- 
position except for its situation in a holhow. Itis in 
the form of a cross, and is filled with cotton-spin- 
ning machinery and the varied products of spindles 
und looms. Here one sees for the first time 
history of the country, on so large a 
spun and woven products of northern and southern 
industry placed fairly in competition and side by 
side with eastern and western manufactures, It is 
this contrast which cae res so much interest to the 
Atlanta exposition, and it will not be without good 
resultsin the south, where a manufacturing career 
has been so well begun. 

Adjoining the main building isa hallin which 
cereals and other products of the soil are exhibited 
from various states. Here we find sheafs oj 
from distant Kansas and California, corn 
western prairies, sugar cane from Louisiana and 
Florida, besides contributions from various other 
parts of the country, representing ona large scale 
the agricultural products of the union, as well as 
the specific industries of particular sections. Cotton, 
however, is king, at least of this exposition, has the 
place of honor, and. crowns a grand pyramidal cen- 
ter pieec, the bdse of which is tall eorn, gigantic 
sugar cane, and magnificent sheafs of wheat.

The Ferment the Politicians are Trying to Create--- 
The Contest in New York---Federal Patronage 
Generally Discussed---Facts and Proba- 

~ bilities of the Day Noted, Etc, 


Special Correspondence Constitution. 
New Yorx«, October 5.—We are in. the 
throes of political excitement. At least the 


' , 
politicians think we are, and for their purpose 


it is just the same. They think through their 
newspaper organs there is going to be created 
the idea that among themselves there is a 
grand fight. In New York politicians 
live on 


fights. I hate politics 
and = politicians, 


and I don’t intend 
to get excited about them. But Ishall not let 
you be deceived. 


Allreports to the contrary, 
there is no great trouble here. The republican 
party knit together by the great law of sclf- 
protection, has no internecine feuds that it 
will not suppress; no burning wrongs that it 
will not put aside. For, once the democracy 
of this state gets the upper hand, up goes the 
all over the United States, 
comes a democratic administraton 
down goes the republican house 
this region’ as well as everywhere cise 
with acrash. The republicans in this state 
are not a choice lot. I doubt if anybody 
vanted to enter one in a fair and hoped to 
vet a prize for him on any ground except that 
of pure cussedness, if he would come to New 
York—cither state or county—to secare him. 
Any one in pursuit of a prize democrat would 
hardly come either. Now Icome tothinkit all 
ever, regarded as politicians, we are the worst 
lot in the United States, and I can prove 
itin individual instances as weil as party be- 
havior. 

More is the pity. 

Why the city is the worst managed in the 
world. It took the united clamor of one and 
one-fourth million people for two years to ob- 
tain the transfer of the politically managed 
street cleaning department of the city admin- 
stration to honest hands. Five times have 
the police commissioners been removed by 
the yery authority that appointed them and 
five times have those same commissioners 
gone tothe judges who they, themselves, 
created and secured permanent 
mjunctions against their own 
removal from. office on the grounds then 
pending. It will bea pretty good thing for 
any youth attaining the age of one and twen- 
ty. and at that advanced stage of adolescence 
still holding a hope in his heart to serve his 
country by an honest vote—TI say it will be a 
good thing for him in voting to vote as New 
York is not, and he won't go far astray. 

The people elect a mayor by a good 
round majority What is the re- 
sult? The politicians who oppose him 
go to the courts and enjoin him from 
doing anything at all. They won't allow him 
to exercise his official functions. They dance 
jigs upon his official stomach and grind his 
p siti n down till only its title exists. That is 
about the relation that Mayor Grace occupies 
to the city government to-day. His natural 
grace and his title is all that he has got. 

With the exception of the little political 
oil on all of whose points of interest I know 
you are posted, and which boil has about burst 
the elapsed seven days, has been singularly 
dull and uneventful, At the same time the 
fiotsam and jetsam of incident cast up from 
the great sea of human affairs, is ample out of 
which to construct this letter, and lam going 
to begin by telling you something about the 
Yorktown felebration. Last night 1 stepped 
into a drug store to quaff a glass of soda water 
wien [found myself standing, cheek by jowl, 
with Colonel Peyton, of New Jersey, the 
general managerof the fair orcelebration, and 
the most Colonel Sellersy man thatever lived, 
hopeful, industrious, energetic, and like 
ekinpole, with no mind for details, he springs 
from one big subject to another, leaving the 
ampres3 of his rambling intellect marked only 
by dun outlines that soon fade. . 

Ah, Raymond,” said he, *‘the money does 
not come mn as faust as it 
should. Theres the Garfield fund and the 
Michigan sufferers fund, and the other things, 
and when-a man is asked to subscribe for one 
he insists, like the naturally glorious liar he 
is, that he has just put his name down on the 
ether list. I know better. He knows I know 
better, and now with the electric light. of in- 
telligence and = civilization shining back 
through 100 years, with the ‘perspective 
ofthe past resting upon the tented plains of 
Yorktown where patriotism noble band fired 
by the genins of liberty held the oppressor in 
its grasp at the end ot the conflict and said: 
‘Freedom ’s time now.’ Isay to you with that 
vistathe descendants of the Great who are 
Gone button up their pockets and say, ‘‘Pey- 
ton, I- won't give youa dollar.’"’, 

{could not help contrasting this man with 
Director General Kimball. He, noisy 
turbulent volatile and gushing—the 
Atianta man strong, big of body and mind, 
meyer at rest, earnest and sanguine, with a 
great mind for great things and a capacity for 
detail withal, with a record of big things 
done; the other with a record of big things 
talked about. The Yorktown celebration | 
can safely predicate is going to be a failure so 
far as it provides for the comfort of those who 
G0 io witness it. There is no accommodation 
for anybody, members of the press alone ex- 
cepted. Peyton is too clever to let the news- 
papers go ill-supplied; and, except those peo- 
ple who live on the ships on the water, there 
will be nothing for anybody except chills and 
fever. I don’t want to go there myself, but I 
am afraid [ shall have to. 

Everybody is interested as to who shall be 
inthe cabinet. They are here, and of course 
they are elsewhere. Won't this be a strange 
thing to paste inside of your hat and looking 
into it sometime next January find the same 
mames then that are attached to the ministry 
reports: :

A POLICE SENSATION, 
Beginuing in Dalton and Ending in Atlanta. 

Among the numerous attendants upon the United 
States courts now in session in this citv is T H King, 
deputy marshal of Dalton. Early yesterday morn- 
ing this gentleman received 4 telegram from Mr 
Thrailkill, the chief marshal in his town, asking 
the arrest of one A P Smith. 

The telegram furnished anlaccurate description of 
Smith, and soon after its receipt Captain Connolly 
was requested to aid in the capture of the wanted 
man. When the case was laid before him Connolly 
instantly recognized Smith by the description ofa 
man with whom he had some transaction last fall 
during the fair, and with his usuai vim, was soon 
trailing him. 

After several hours’ hard work the captain and 
Mr. King succeeded, late last night, in finding 
smith quietly supping his mug of beer iu a saloon 
on Marietta street, when told by the o@icers that he 
was their prisoner. Smith desired to know 
for what, and when told that he was 
charged with highway robbery, he re- 
fused to accompany them, gHowever a, small 
amount of persuasion induced him to change his 
mind, andin a short time Smith was in the cala- 
boose, and intelligence of his arrest had been tele- 
graphed Marshal Thrailkill. In response to this 
message the marshal sent the following reply: 

DaLtTos, October 7.—J H King, Atlanta: Will 
leave here at 12 to-night with warrant. Hold Smith. 
Highway robbery. Jos THRAILKILL. 

From what can be ascertained, it is thought that 
Smith and another man known as June Cotes 
knocked a man on the head at Dalton yesterday 
and then skipped out. The assault, as the telegrams 
indicated, was made with a yiew to robbing the as- 
saulted party. 

Smith says that he and Cotes were engaged play- 


ing ecards with the complainant when the assault 
was made upon him which he resisted by knock- 
ing his assailant in the head with a stone, 

Smith is well known in Atlanta. Last fall he 
first came to Atlantaand by representing himself 
as a detective, policeman’s badge 
which he wore to the detriment of the 
owner, as it lost him his position on the police force. 
While wearing the police badge, Smith attempted to 
arrest a man named Clark, who resisted his author- 
ity and who was badiy beaten by the self-consti- 
When this affair became known, 
Smith was arraigned before the recorder and 
fined $25 and _ after settling this charge 
was arrested on a warrant obtained by Clarke,charg- 
ing him with assault and battery. This state case 
found a termination when Smith had completed a 
six months’ term in the county chain-gang.
